The Colonial Fiuaucesi 

It -would bo interesting, and Bomo- 
•what curious, to traco the antilogy be- 
twoen the feelings with which tho 
Lords of the Treasury regard Gover- 
nors of those colonies wbioh havo oon- 
traded loans in tho English market, 
and tho involuntary emotions which 
fill tho breasts of tho pooplo svho pay 
tho taxos, aud provide tbe money, to 
keep down tho interest upon tho loans*, 
under circumstances which aro in any- 
way calculated to causo unoasineBs, 
whothor from publio extravagance on 
the part of tbo governing body, or 
from lavish oxpoodituro upon such 
things as aro unnecessary for tho 
publio welfare of tho Colony in quo^ 
tion, or from unforoBcen commercial 
calamities, with which the Governor 
has perhaps, proved himself unable to 
cope, or trom aoy otbor c-uso what- 
ever, which may havo resulted in an 
empty oxchequer ; it is not improbable 
that if wo could glanco through some 
of tho dispatches sent from tho Colo- 
nial Offico, to tho Governor of British 
Columbia, within tho last six montliH, 
wo might find reference mudo more 
than onco, to tho oft, repeated warn.- 
ings of their Lordships as to tho neces- 
sity of keeping tho expenditure with- 
in tho income of tho year; and it is 
moro than likely that iho Bamo docu- 
ments would bo found to contain more 
than ono auxious inquiry concerning 
accounts, which wore not rendorod in 
duo time. Wo can well understand 
that where tho accounts of a Crown 
Colony, especially ono that has a 
publio dobt, aro either the reverse of 
satisfactory, or aro not obtainable 
until long after duo time, tho Lords of 
tho Treasury will view the position 
with groat dissatisfaction. Thcso per- 
sons who invest their money in Col- 
onial and Foreign Loans, are for tho 
most part shrewd men ol business, 
who aro keen to obsorvo symptoms of 
anything like recklessness on tbe pari 
of their debtors, aud they are by no 
means dilatory in obtaining tho a«sis.3 
tanco of members of Parliament, who 
in tboir turn, aro not avcrso to asking 
awkward questions, at inopportune 
Beacons. There is a ra«pite just now 
from all such questioning ; but during 
the recess of Parliament the different 
public offloeB havo moro leisure to at- 
tend to legitimate departmental work, 
than whilr-t tho houses are sitting, es- 
pecially during the last tlueo months 
of tbo year, and Irom that tirno until 
the mooting <>f Parliament. Full well 
do Colonial Governments know the 
times and the seasons, they can form 
88 close on estimate of tho months in 
which curt and empty dispatches h ill 
be tolerated, as can tho stock-raisor 
tbo time of year in which it will bo
